All of our plants are strong and well rooted, being grown in two and one- 
half inch pots, and are shipped in the pots in which they are grown, 
thereby insuring safe shipment, the roots undisturbed, allowing them 
to be transplanted to the best advantage. 

The varieties indicated by the letter “ P”’ are the pistillate sorts, and should 
be planted among other Perfect-flowering kinds: this may be best 
effected by planting every other or every second row of the latter sort 
thereby allowing the pistillate varieties to become pollenized.
